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The History of the Class of 19383 


Although this is the history of the class of ’384 it 
concerns principally the deferred class of '38 and ’38}. 
Only twenty two pupils from the original '38} class are 
graduating in February. 

The Freshman Class did not choose its class officers 
until the early part of June, 1936. Do you remember 
at our Freshman Dance when John Welch stumped for 
his sister Margaret, and she spoke for him? John was 
elected President and Margaret, Member-at-Large. It 
was the school’s misfortune at this time to have Mr. 
Kiley and Mr. Oliver transferred to Technical High 
School, the former as Assistant Principal, and the lat- 
ter, as Chemistry Teacher. However we felt extremely 
fortunate in having Mr. S. Everett Cook come to us at 
that time from the main office to become our Assistant 
Principa!. Mr. Ressler and Miss Maney also left, but 
returned, much to our good fortune, the next year. 
Upon their return, Mr. Baker left to teach at Van Sickle 
Junior High School; we hope that he, too, will soon 
return. It was a great day when Mr. Lanckton arrived 
fresh from teaching in Turkey. A year later he left us 
to work for the Socony Co. Was it because he disliked 
Classical or because he liked his position better in 
Turkey? 

In our Junior year, Margaret Welch succeeded her 
brother as President. The beginning of 1937 saw the 
abandonment of the mid-year graduation and also was 
the last year that Mr. Don Gifford instructed Classical 
players in Soccer, Hockey, and Track for he was made 
Assistant Principal of Central Street Junior High 
School. It was also in this year that the ‘‘blushing 


strong man”’, Habel, and “‘sleepy’’ Al Hitchins received 
their first attention on the football team for their good 
playing. During the fall of '37 and '38 Eddy Poole’s 
abilities on the football team helped to put Classical 
in its high position. Avery's exceptional playing in 
basketball and baseball during his freshman and junior 
years has not been equalled by any other Classicalite.
